The Mexican Railway. 

The Mexican Railway is the only great work of 
the kind in the Southern Republic. 
however, several Jocal and suburban railways in 
the Valley of Mexico, in all about 50 miles. The 
constituents of the Mexican Railway are as fol- 
lows:

Rolling | stock—Locomotives, 
cars, 61; and freight cars, 412, 
The works un this railroad are notable for their 
vast structures rendered necessary on account of 
the mountainous character of the greater length 
of the line, Steep grades and sbort curves occur 
chiefly in the sections 50 to 100. miles west of 
Vera Croz, The difference of level. between Vera

feet ; in this section the maximum grade is 2 
per 100, and the sharpest curves are 600’, From 
Paso de] Macho to Boca del Mente, 60 miles, the 
difference is 6,342'¢ feet, and the following ar 
the prevailing grades: . 7.61 miles—2 per cent, o 
118.6 feet per mile; 9.14 miles—24¢ per cent, on 
132 feet per mile ; 5.89 miles—5 per cent, or 158 4 
feet per mile; 1.55 miles—3'¢ per cent, or 184.8 
feet per mile ; 13,95 milee—4 per cent, or 211.2 
feet per mile. 
This makes a total of 38.14 miles of heavy 
grade. On the remaining 21.86 miles the incline 
is mostly 1.5 per 100, or 80 feet. The curves vary 
from 400’ to 225’, the latter being the sharpest 
curve on the whole line, The works are large 
and very important consisting of 27 iron bridges 
and viadacts ; 16 tunvels and 96 arch and open 
culverts. The length of tunnel is 2,941.3 feet. 
and of bridgipg 4,321.2 feet. In respect of solid- 
ity and originality of construction these works 
are eqaal to any in Europe or the United States. 
Between Boca del Monte and the City of Mexico 
the line is comparatively straight and level, the 
grade nowhere exceeding 1.5 per 100 nor the 
curves 200’ radius, No very steen grades occur 
on the Puebla branch, the maxim:.in being 1.5 per 
100, or 80 feet to the mile; the sharpest curve is 
400’ radius, At Vera Cruz is a mole built of iron, 
725 feet long, and 60 feet wide at the end stand- 
ing in the sea, There are three tracks on this 
mole, along the cranes used for loading and dis- 
charging of vessels and Jannches, As the larger 
class of vesseis cannot:reach the pier, the comra- 
oy have provided for their use two steam‘ugs and 
five launches. The total weight of iron used in 
constructing this mole was 553 tons.

The Mexican Railway was completed from the 
Yity of Mexico to Puebla September 21, 1869, 
ind the whcle ma‘n line to Vera Craoz in Decem- 
her, 1872, The Jalapa Branch was opened for 
raffic June 17, 1875, A line from the City of 
Mexico to the Pacific at San Blas, about .700 
miles, is prejected, 

Tbe company’s report for 1876 compares ‘the 
‘raffle accounts of the main line, including the 
Puebla Branch (2921¢ miles) for the years 1875 
and 1876 as follows:

The approximate -total tonnage carried on the 
line in 1876, exclusive of luggage, carriages, live- 
stcck, articles not charged by weight and the 
company’s materials, was 123,576 tons of 1000 
kilogrammes, Passengers carried, 238,932. 
The gross amount received from the Mexican 
Govecnment for subvention was £31,459, 
Operations on the Jalapa Line were suspended 
on account of the revolutionary condition of the 
conntry.- The total traffic -for-the, year 1876 
amounted only to £5,289, which was earned by 
an expenditure of £7,468,- Deficit, ‘without 
charging the line with general expenses, £2,179, 
Notwithstanding the internal disterbaaces, to 
which allusion has been made, this railway is 
really a success, It does not as yet, indeed, pay 
all charges for interest ; it pays nothing on‘a part 
of its bonds, nothing on its preferred stocks ; 
nothing on.its ordinary stocks. Yet there is a vi- 
tality io the couatry that promises well fora rap- 
id development of its vast resources, and. which

What the Appointment of Receiver Means. 

The Lamoille News, in memtigning the fact of 
the appointment by Judge Ross of &t, Johnsbary, 
, 
Receivers of the Portland and Ogdensburg Rail- 
road, on the petition of the firat morigage bond 
holders, says: 


We had a dim idea of the tiie of the 
act, and yet were quite ignoraut of jast what the 
appointment of a receivership meant, and suppos- 
ing that others might also not know clearly what 
it implied, we bave made some inquiries and give 
the result of our questioning. The appointment 
of receivers is of the nature of the foreclosure of 
a mortgage, but instead of securing a decree with 
the nsuat year’s time for-redemption, the appoint- 
ment of receivers is secnred, who. immediately 
take possessien of the road and run it in the inter- 
est of the miortgagees, The officers and direct- 
ora of the road then have no more to do with the 
road whatever. The receivers, out of the eatn 
ings of the road, fiist pay themselves ; . secondly, 
pay the rnoning expenses of the road ; thirdly, 
the interest on the preferred bopds ; fourthly, the 
bonds themselves ; and, after the road has earne 
enongb to do that, the first mortgage bondho! 
ers come in for their share of the spoils. So 
people are anxious to know bow it will effecttho 
who hold claims against the Railroad Company, 
It cuts off those claims, and they can no longer 
secured by levying on wood, ties, etc,, and by trae 
teeing agents. The claims of employes, however, 
are different from these, since by specia) statute 
they are secured by the rolling stock, which they 
can hold until their claims are met, The move may 
yet lead to controversy, since there are four or five 
hundred thousard of the first mortgage bonds 
which did not give their consent to issue preferred 
bonds. How they are to be appeased may be the 
pext difficulty.

Boston and Albany Ratlroad. 

The gross receipts from operations of the Bos. 
ton and Albany Railroad for the fiscal year end- 
ing September 30, 1877, were: from passengers, 
$2,682,124 ; from freight $3,773,319 ; from uther 
sources, 306,705—total, $6,762,148 ; the expenses 
during the same time were $4,595,046 —leaving a 
net balunce of $2,167,102, For the year endiog 
September 30, 1876, the earnings were $7,074,758, 


9 | the expenses $4,682,994, and the net balance §2,- 


391,764—showing a decrease in earnings of $312,- 
610 w decrease in expenses of $87,948, and a de- 
crease in net balance of $224,662, Dividends 
amounting to eight per cent for the year has been 
declared, viz: four per cent payable May 15, 
1877, and four per cent payable Novembor 15, 
1877, on the eapital stock of $20,000,000, In most 
of the important items of receipts and .expenses 
there is a falling off, though for two years the ton- 
nage of freight, notwithstanding the. opening of 
the Tunnel route, hus been constantly increasing, 
the number of tons of freight carried, in 1875.being 
2,489,472, in 1876 2,541,274, and in .1877,\2,601,- 
657. The total namber-of passengers carried was 
§ 293,351, against 5,578,396 last year. The nom- 
ber of miles ran by passenger trains was 1,898,- 
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902,, freigbt «trains 3,566,163, aud gravel trains 
$0,662, a total of 5,045,728 ; last year’s total being 
4,983,880, or about 60000 miles less. The aver- 
age rate of passenger fare was 2.31 cents a mile, 
a reduction upon last year’s average of six tenths 
ofa mill. The average rate per ton per mile for 
local freights was 1.94 cent, against 2.21 cents in 
1876, for through freigbt 85-100 of a cent, against 
96 100 of a cent, and for all freight 116 cent. 
During the year nine miles of new side track and 
20 iron bridges were built, The road now bas 243 
locomotives, an increase of 4 ; 244 passenger, mail 
and baggage cars, the same number, and 5037 
freight cars on a basis of eight wheels, the num- 
ber a year ago being 4816, The number of regu 
lar employes of the road now is 4399, 126 less than 
September 30 last year and 536 less than in 1875. 





Chicago, Danville and Vincennes Railroad. 

The gross earnings of this road for the year 
ending December 31, 1876, were $872,166, the 
operating expenses (65.51 per ceot) $571,363, and 
the net earnings $300,803. For the year ending 
December 381, 1875, the gross earnings were $756 - 
865, the expenses (66.86 per cent) $506,077, and 
the net earnings $250,788—sbowing an increase 
in earnings of $115,201, an increage in expenses 
of $65,286, and an increase in net earnings of $50,- 
015. During the first five months of the year 
1876 the road was operated by the railroad com- 
pany and the preceding receivers, and during the 
last. seven months by the present receiver, 

The nomber of miles operated during both years 
were the same, viz: Main Line, Dalton to Dan- 
ville, 108 miles ; Indiana Branch, Bismark to Coal 
Creek, 24 miles; leased: Pittsburg, Cincinnati 
ani St, Louis Railway, io Chicago, double track, 
6 miles ; Chicago and Southern Railroad, Chica- 
go to Junction, 204¢ miles—making the total num 
ber of miles owned, leased and operated, 15844. 

The total number of tons moved was 485.705, 
of which 282,943 tons were coal, and 252,762 tons 
other freight. Number of tons moved one mile 
north, 40,475,556; do, sonth, 12,742,129—total, 
58,217,695 ; of which 29,763,618 were local, and 
28,464,077 foreign. The total tonnage in 1875 
was 857.055, and the total number of tons moved 
one mile, 40,373,607. 

The average gross earnings per ton per mile in 
1876 was 1.33 cent ; in 1875, 1.49 cent; in 1874, 
1,78 cent ; in 1878, 1.94 cent; and in 1872, 2.12 
cents, Had the same average rate been obtained 
in 1876 as in 1872, the earnings would have been 
$420,419 greater, making gross earnings $1,292,- 
586; icstead of $872,166, and this without any in- 
crease in the expenses, The net earnings for the 
year would have been $721,222, instead of $300, 
802, and the percentage of expenses to earnings 
44,21 per cent, in place of 65.51, The same rate 
as received in 1875 would have produced $85,148 
more revenue in 1876. 

The grosé earnings for the year 1876, as stated 
above, were $872,166, while the cash receipts ap- 
pear from the balance sheet to have been $995,. 
422—an excess of cash receipts over gross earn- 
ings of $123,256, This excess represents earnings 
previous to January 1, 1876, which were collected 
during -the year, and also sums that were paid 
back fn over charges; drawbacks, switching, &c. 
Although the amounts for these latter charges 
were actually received in cash, they were repaid| and 


‘ 





the same way, aod whenever 
which it was known would be’ repaid’ in full, % 
was not included in earnings. 

The deductions from net earnings in 1876 were : 
insurance and taxes $18,201; reotal Pittsburg, 
Cin. and St. Louis Railway, $29,310; rental Chi- 
cago and Southern Railroad, $24,922; rental 
Chicago station grounds, $6,201 ; rental freight 
cars, $30,088—total, $108,724. 

The additions to property consisted of : perma. 
nent improvements to road, $34,692 ; new cop- 
straction ordered by Court $7,114 ; purchase of 
freight cars, $37,561—total, $79,868. 





Louisville, Cincinnati and Lexington R. R. 

The gross earnings of this road for the year 
ending June 30, 1877, were $1,049,368, the oper- 
ating expenses (71.66 per cent) $752,018, and the 
pet earnings $297,350 ; from which deduct rental, 
taxes and guarantees, $40,639—leaving net profit 
of Louisville, Cincinnati and Lexington line, $256, 
711; to which add $20,270 interest on daily bal- 
ances, and $2 185 profits operating Shelby. Rail- 
road, making net profits subject to order of court 
$179,166. 

The equipment consists of 81 locomotives, 24 
passenger, 14 baggage and express, 188 box, 120 
stock, 105 platform, 20 gondola, 10 caboose, | pay 
1 yard, 1 derrick, 1 wrecking, 27 road, and 8 
boarding cars, 

The number of passengers carried was 385,780; 
tons of freight, 298,253, Receipts per passenger 
per mile, 3.001; do, per ton per mile, 2.837, The 
receiver, in his report, says: 

The rates received on the Lexington line were 
much better than on the Cincinnati line, the aver- 
age receipts per train mile on the former being 
$2.4360, against $1.4211 on the latter. The chiet!

Memphis and Charleston Raitroad: 

At the annual meetiog of the stockholders of 
the East Tenuedsee, Virginia and Georgia Rail- 
road Company, held in Knoxville, Tenn., on the 
10th of October, it was voted to ratify and ap- 
prove the agreement made by the board for the 
Yease of the Memphis and Charleston Railroad- 
The contract is thas alluded to in the recant an- 
nual report of the directors: 


Your board of directors have entered into a 
contract with the Memphis and Charleston Rail- 
road Company for @ lease for twenty years of the 
road of that. company. under which the East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia Railroad Company 
agrees to operate the Memphis and Charleston 
Railroad, for account and risk of the latter, and 
uccount to it fer all net proceeds. It will not be 
a source of any direct profit to your company, 
but it is believed it is alike beneficial to the inter- 
ests of both parties to it to have the unified man- 
agement and ioterchauge of business, provided 
for in the lease, carried into effect and continued 
under it, The lease can be terminated at the op- 
tion of either party to it on six months’ notice ; 
provided, however, that in case you elect to ex- 
ercise the option which you bave of, from time to 
time, making advances to that company of fands 
(you are not bound to advance anything), such 
advances so made, if any, must first be refunded, 
with interest, before the Memphis and Charleston 
Railroad Company’s notice for a cancellation be- 
comes operative, 





Enast Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia R. R. 
The gross revenue receiyts of the East Tennes- 
seo, Virginia and Georgia Railroad for the year 
ending Jone 30, 1877, were $1,010,079, the oper- 
aliog expenses and taxes $665,923, and the net 
revenue $341,156; from which deduct interest 
and exchange, $283,709, leaving a balance of $57,- 
447, The sum of $170,002 has been expended 
for renewals, betterments and taxes, (including 
3,000 tons new iron rails, and 111,000 new cross- 
ties), and charged in the expenses as above stated. 
Cowpared with the previous year there has been 
a decrease in gross revenue of $64,905, a decrease 
in expenses of $46,471, and a decrease in net rev- 
enue of $18,438, The bonded debt shows the fol- 
lowing changes since the last report: 
1, The redemption of $185,300 of 6 per cent 
divisional bonds (East Tennessee and Georgia 
Railroad Company), matured July 1, 1876. 
2. Sale of $37,000 of the first mortgage 7 per 
cent issue, less $27,000 of that issue bought for 
sinking fund account, making a net reduction of 
$125,800 in the bonded indebtedness of the com- 
paoy. This leaves in the treasury aod in the 
sinking fund $481,000 of bonds of the first mort- 
gage 7 per cent issue, $277,000 of which the com- 
pany may dispose of at its option. 
There are also in the treasury $229,000 7 per 
cent Western North Carolina Railroad bonds, on 
which interest is paid semi-annually, that can also 
be sold as soon as satisfactory prices can be had 
for them. We do not thiok this will be a great 
while, as their intrinsic value is such as to secure 
for them a market at no very distant time. They 
are a first mortgage lien at the rate of about $7,- 
000 per mile on completed road, which will be re- 
daced to about $5,000 per mile by the completion 
of the line now beiog built tu Paint Rock, which 
is covered by the mortgags securing these bonds ; 
and in addition to thie security, the coupons are

olina, which gives increased value to them for 
home or North Carolina investment. A floatiog 
debt of about $128,000 has been created by the 
redemption of bonds, as previously stated... This 
shoald be funded by the sale of first mortgage 
seven per cent bonds, or also discharged by the 


of $42,674, making the actual cash net income 
for the year $178,807, of ‘which the company bas 
on band in cash $13,088, The expenditures have 
amounted to $400,364. The indebtedness of the 
company, consisting of current accounts ard bills 
payable, amounts to $234,640, The President in 
his report, of which the above is an abstract, 
says: 
The first fiscal year of this company’s exist- 
ence, has been one of not only very small bus- 
iness and low rates, but of disaster and misfor- 
tune. The crop of the year 1875 was a par- 
tial failure. Following upon this, the wheat 
and oat crop for the year 1876 was an almost 
entire failure. The effect of this state of things 
can be appreciated when it is remembered that 
the B., C. R. & N. Railway is what is termed 
a “grain road,”—that is, dependent almost en- 
tirely for its income upon the business of haul- 
ing grain. This condition of things, together 
with the decreased earnings consequent upon 
the enforced operation of the Granger Tariff 
Laws over the whole State of Iowa, reduced 
our revenue very largely, not less in amount, 
it is believed, than $350,000 gross and $250,- 
000 net. 
In the month of April, 1876, portions of the 
track, and several bridges were washed away 
by floods. During the month of July, 1876, 
before the damage of the April disaster had 
been repaired, there came another storm and 
flood, which washed out abutments, carried 
away bridges and destroyed embankments on 
every division of the road. 
Under the previous management, the prop- 
erty and physical structure of the railway had 
been allowed to run down. 
To repair the damage caused by the misfor- 
tunes alluded to, and to put the property in 
proper condition has cost a large sum of money. 
But the money has been well spent, and the 
work has been well done—so well done, in- 
deed, that, as a matter of fact, a large portion 
of the raiiway has been actually rebuilt. 
In order to meet the requirements of the 
company’s business, due to the increased track 
mileage, it will be necessary, as soon as. the 
company’s financial condition will permit, to 
acquire corsiderable additional rolling stock. 
To put the equipment upon a proper footing, 
there should be purchased 4 freight locomo- 
tives, 200 box cars, 2 passenger coaches, 2 
combination (smoking and baggage) cars, 5 
way or caboose cars. 
It appears that the loss in reyenue in 1877, 
as compared with 1876, was occasioned as fol- 
lows, viz:

It has been shown that the property which 
we had all of us hoped would earn at least 
$400,000 during the past year, has earned but 
$200,000. This fact is disappointing, far more 
so. to the management than to you. But it 
should not be discouraging. To-day the affairs 
of the company are in a healthy condition, All 
the litigation incidental to the foreclosure of 
the old mortgage, except that of the cases al- 
ready referred to, has been successfully closed 
up. “‘Thé plan of reorganization has :been ac- 
cepted by the holders of nine tenths of the old 
bonds, who have exchanged their bonds for the 


satisfactory prices... The return of our first mort- 
gage seven per cent bonds from Europe, caused 
by the general want of confidence in American 
railroad securities, and the pressure to make sales 
retulting therefrom, has reduced the price of our 
first mortgage seven per cent bonds from about 
94 to 90 cents on the dollar, and rendered it more 
or less difficult to ¢ffect sales at the reduced price, 
The entire floating debt, however, in excess of 
cash and cash assets on band is not large, and 
the proceeds of the Western North Caroliua bonds 
sold at 85 cents would suffice to pay all of it of 
every class whatsoever, and in the meantime the 
interest received on these bonds will more than 
equal the cost of carrying our.small floating debt. 





Burlington, Cedar Rapids and Northern 
' Railway. 

The Borlington, Cedar Rapids and Northern 
Railway Company is the successor of the Burling- 
ton, Cedar Rapids and Minnesota Railway Com- 
pany. The property of the latter company, ow- 
ing to default in payment of interest’ due Nov. 1, 
1873, was sold under a decrce of foreclosure on 
the 22d of June, 1876, and bought in in trust for 
the bondholders, Articles of incorporation were 
filed on the same day, and a new company form- 
ed to be known as the “ Burliogton, Cedar Rapids 
and Northern Railway Company of Iowa,” The 
transfer of the property was confirmed by the U. 
8. Court on the 20th of July, 1876, The new 
company was organized upon the basis of $10,- 
000,000 capital stock and $6,500,000 first mort 
gage five per cent bonds, The plan of reorgani- 
zation proposed the exchange of the old bonds, 
consisting of: $5,400,000 main line; $2,200,000 
Milwaukee Division ; $1,800,000 Pacific Division ; 
and $800,000 Muscatine Division—in all, $10,200,- 
000—for the new securities, as follows: for each 
Maio Line bond, $8CO in bonds and 7 sbares of 
stock; for each Milwaukee Division bond, $500 
in bonds and 5 shares of stock ; for each Pacific 
Division bond, $250 in bonds and 24 shares of 
stock ; and for each Muscatine Division bond, 
$300 in bonds and 3 shares of stock. At the date 
of the annual report, June 30, 1877, this plan of 
reorganization bas been accepted by the holders 
of $5,088,000 Main Line bonds, $2,067,000 Mil- 
waukee Division. bonds, $1,683,000 Pacific Divi- 
sion bonds, and $659,000 Muscatine Division 
bends, In exchange for theee bonds the securi 
ties of the new organization bad been issued as 
follows: 52,085 shares uf stock of $100 each, and 
$5,712,350 first mortgage 5 per cent bonds.

Vermont Central and Vermont and Canada 
Railroads. 

The decision of the Supreme Court of Vermont 
in the case of the Central Vermont Railroad, mau- 
agers vs, the Vermont and Canada Railroad on 
the petition to sell both roads to pay the trust 
debts and other debts of the management, was 
rendered by Judge James Barrett, at. Montpelier, 
Vt., on the 80\h ult, He began by saying that the 
opinion was concurred jn by all the Judges in the 
case, The case bas been pending since Jauuary, 
1861, It now comes up on appeal from a pro 
forma decision of the Chancellor, and this is the 
first time it was ever in this court, or before any 
Judge of the court, except as Chamcellor. The 
petition of the Central Vermont Railroad to sell 
botb roads and equipments tu liquidate the debts 
accruing under the Receiver’s petition is brought 
upon assumption that the Central Vermont man 
agers are Receivers of both roads ia succession, 
The question is whether, upon the law and the evi- 
dence, the petition should be allowed or dismissed. 
In samming up the decision, as given by the court 
—they have decided to deoy the prayer of the 
petitioners for thesale of the Vermont Central and 
Vermont and Canada Railroads, on the ground 
that no power rests in the court to order such sale 
in the present form ofapplication. The court also 
decided that the decree of 1864 changed the char- 
acter oj the Receivership from that appointed by 
the court under the decree of 1861 to a Receiver 


ship constituted under an agreement of all part- SN 


jes, and whatever has been done by’ the various 
decrees f the court since that date bas been done 
with the consent and approbation of the parties 
themselves, and that all the parties were in sub- 
jection to it. 





New Route from Providenee to Lowell: 

In order to make another and much shorter line 
of communication between Providence ‘and Low- 
ell, and other important points in that direction, 
it is now in contemplation to build a railroad from 
Franklin to Metcalf Station (distance six miles), 
on the Boston,.and Albany branch railroad. At 
Metcalf. Station the line will be direct to South 
Freshest (over the Boston and Albany) where 
a road is already :unning to Lowell, This new 
line will bring Providence fifteen miles nearer to 
Lowell than now by railroad travel, and conse- 
quently to all other poists io the great. northeast. 
So important is this connection regarded, that 
$50,000°are diréady pledged for the work ; and as 
the highest éstimrate of cost for building the liok 
to Metcalf Station is $15,000 per. mile—or say 
$100,000 for all—it willbe seen that one half the 
entire cost is already as good ag raised, and that 
too, as we know, almost, .without an effort, 80 
great are the interests involved in this enterprise 
—those of Providence people perhaps more than 
all othera—that jt is not to be joo coniidept to say 


that the fall sum can be had almost ata day's 
notice.— Franklin (R. I.) Register.

Financial and Commercial Affairs. 

No very importart ehanges have occurred ‘n 
the Money line during the week, Reports of fi 
nancial and commercial failures and emburrass- 
ments have been few, and of little moment, thus 
to some extent serving to strengthen confidence, 
Lenders have been comparatively liberal of ac- 
commoéation to really responsible borrowers, 
whore wants have been apparently less urgent, 
partly owing to the tamer movements ai the Stock 
Exchange, where toward the close the dealings fell 
off considerably in magnitode and irterest, Call 
loans were quoted here at the close at 5Q7, in 
most instances al 6@7 per cent, and very choice 
to prime mercantile credits were rated at 7@9 per 
cent per anonm for the best names. The City 
bank exhibit of last week indicated a falling off in 
the loan and discount average of $1,896,400, and 
an increase in the item of cirenlation of $495,700. 
The average of deposits was further reduced §1,- 
712,800. The legal tender reserve fell off §714,- 
200; and the specie average was angmented 
$802,500. The City bank net reserve of specie 
and legal tender notes now shows an excess over 
the legal reqnirement of reserve to liabilities o¢ 
$8 095,315, as against $7,578,825 the preceding 
week, The City bank exchanges in carrency 
reached 437,287,453, or a daily averace of $72,< 
897,909. Carrency is coming in from. various 
poiats at the West, while the outflow to the South 
continues, 

On Wednesday of this week the cash balances of 


‘tbe Treasury Department at Washington were 
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of Currency, $17,976,002 ; special deposit of legal 
tenders for the redemption of. certificates of de- 
posit, $46,825,000 ; Coin, $128,455,706, ioclading 
of Coin certificates, $33,815,000. 

The outstanding amount of legal tender notes is 
$366,914,982. The National bank circulation is 
now $317,809,924 of currency notes and $1,432,- 
120 of national gold bank notes, National Bank

The following is that portion of the Report of 
the Sarveyor General of California to the Depart- 
ment at Wesbiogton, relating to railroads : 

These civilizers of mankind have been in Cali- 
fornia, like every where else, potent agents in de- 
velopiog the slumbering wealth of the country, 
Mountains have been bored ; burning deserts have 
been crossed ; valleys, almost ioaccessible to the 
agricultural pioneer and remote from the high- 
ways of c-mmerce, bave been reached by the iron 
horse ; thrivicg settlements and villages have 
sproog up, and the cheerful voice of prosperous 
industry is now beard where a short time since 
the wild beast bad bis lair. Probably nowhere on 
earth has the railroad builder shown so much ep- 
terprise, and taken so many risks as in California, 

Generally, raiJroade are only built through well 
settled counties, but in California, in many in- 
stances, they have been laid through regions al- 
most destitute of population, the projectors trust- 
ing to the subsequent settlement of the country 
to make a profitable carrying business, 

This Is especially true, in relation to the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad, which, during the last year 
was completed as far as the Colorado river, This 
road bas been coustracted in the most substantial 
manner and at immense expense, throogh arid 
plains, over rugged mountains and hundreds of 
miles across burning deserts, as far as the town 
ot Yuma, on the Colorado river, through a coun- 
try that car give but little carrying basiness un- 
til redeemed by irrigation from the dominion of 
desolation. A large amount of the profits of the 
paying roads of California, must have been ex- 
pended in the construction of this road ; and large 
sums must still be expended in defraying the ex- 
penses of the runoing thereof before it can be 
made profitable, by reaching the rich agticultural 
aud mineral regions of Eastero Arizona, 





Rallways of the United Kingdom. 
BOARD OF TRADE ANNUAL REPORT, 


The total mileage for the United Kingdom at 
the end of D-cember, 1876, was 16,872 miles, in- 
cluding 11,989 miles for England, 2,726 for Scot- 
land, and 2,157 miles for Ireland, The increase 
for the United Kingdom over the total in 1875 is 
214 miles, which is much the same amount of io- 
crease as in 1875 over 1874. The percentage of 
increase is in both cases about 1.3 per cent., which 
is a small rate of increase as compared with what 
bas often been witnessed, and mach smaller than 
the rate of increase in 1874 and 1 or 2 years just 
previous, Almost the entire increase in 1876 bas 
been in England and Wales, the increasa in Scot- 
land being 5 miles only and in Ireland 9 miles, 
The increase of double mileage is greater than the 
increase of the whole mileage. Of the above total 
of 16,872 miles the number of doable miles was 
9,169, and of single mile, 7,703 ; and comparing 
these with the corresponding details for 1875, we 
find that while the increase of double miles has 
been 271 there has been a decrease of 57 miles in 
the single mileage. Iu tho absence of information 
oo this point from the respective railway compa- 
nies it is impossible to say whether the iucrease 
of doub!e mileage is due for the most part to abso- 
lately new constructions, or to the conversion of 
existing single mileage into double mileage, But 
it is evident from the increase of double mileage 
exceeding the increase of the whole mileage that 
the latter process is going on to some extent, and 
probably it is believed, to a considerable extent, 
At the same time the similar process of lengthen- 
ing sidings, and converting double ioto treble or 
more lines, is going forward, as we may infer from 
the fact that, while the addition to the mileage of 
railways in 1876 was only 1.8 per cent., the per- 
centage addiion to the capital, as will presently 
be noticed, was considerably greater. 

The total nominal capital of the railways at the 
above date in 1876, was £558 214,776. As com- 
pared with the total ou the corresponding date io 
1876—£630,223,494—there is an apparent increase 
ot £27,991,282 or about 4.4 per ceot. A portion 


of it being due to an focrease of the nominal cap 
ital of the North British and Caledonian Railways 
in connection with conversion operations, Still, 
making a deduction on this account, the remain- 
ing increase of about £20,000,000 amounts to 3.1 
per cent., which is a con-iderably higher rate of 
increase than that of the mileage open for traffic, 
and so far coufirms the suggestion that a consid- 
erable part of the increased capital of railways is 
expended on lices already open for traffic. It 
cannot be doubted that there is a stoady increase 
of the capital cost per mile of open railway io the 
kingdom, and, as has been pointed out by Captain 
Tyler in his reports, there is a sufficient reason 
for an increave of this sort in the addition of sid- 
ings aad other accommodation to exising lines to 
meet the increasing traffic, The priocipal part of 
the nominal as well as nearly the whole amonat 
of the real increase in the capita! in 1876 is in the 
guaranteed and preferential as distinguished from 
the ordioary share capital, and in the loans and 
debenture stock, 


Tbe amount of the guaranteed and preferential 
capital was in 1876 £228,907.992, or an increase 
of £16,714,668 as compared with 1875, while the 
amouvt of the loans and debenture stock was 
£167,297,901, or an increase of £3,868,463 as com- 
pared with 1875, waking tugether an increase of 
£20,583,131 out of the above increase of £27,991,- 
282 in the whole capital. 


The amount of the ordinary capital agaiu in 
1876 was £262,008,883, or an increase of £7,408,- 
161 as compared with 1875, but the greater part 
of this increase is apparently an increase of nom 
inal capital ouly in connection with the conver 
si0a Operations above referred to. Carrying the 
comparison a few years back it would seem that 
the ordinary capital of railway companies, al- 
though it is swollen to some extent by nominal 
additions, is nevertheless increasing very slowly in 
comparison with tbe gua:anteed and preferential 
and the loan and debenture capital, In 1870 the 
ordioary capital of the companies was £229,282.- 
150, so that the increase in 1876 to £262,008.883 
amouots to £32,726,733, or about 14.3 per cent. 
Io the same period, however, the guaranteed and 
preferential share capital increased from £158,- 
692,084 to £228,907,992, an increase of £70,215,- 
908, or about 44.2 per cent. ; aod the loans and 
debenture stock increased from £141,934,429 to 
£167,297,901, an increase of £25,363 462, or about 
17.9 per cent. Even, therefore, if we make no al- 
lowance for that portion of the increase of ordi- 
vary capital which is only nominal, it would seem 
that its increase is considerably slower than thit 
of other classes of capital. The proportion to the 
whole capital of railways is consequently dimio- 
ishing. While it constituted in 1870 about 43 per 
cent of the capital, its proportion in 1876 was ovly 
40 percent, On the other hand, while the propor- 
tion of loans and debenture stock to the whole capi- 
tal has slightly diminished in the same period,there 
has been a considerable increase in the proportion 
of guaranteed and preferential capital—viz , from 
80 to 35 per cent. It has to be remembered, be- 
sides, that a considerable portion of the above or- 
dinary capital, being the capi:al of lines leased by 
other companies,mizht more properly b> classed as 
guaranteed or preferential, so diminishing the 
proportion of capital iuvested in railways which 
is not in some form or other guaranteed, 


The item of * loans,” which has been decreasing 
of late years, has now been reduced to a compar- 
tively small amount. The total is now only £32,- 
652,415 out of the above sum of £197,297,901 of 
loans and debenture stock together, the redaction 
effected in 1876 alone having been about £8,000, 
000. The trarcsformation of “ loans” into ‘“ de- 
beuture stock,” which has been going on for some 
years, is thus approachiog its completion, and the 
danger tu railway fioance from the existence of a 
large floating debt has to all intents and purposes 
disappeared, Io addition many of the companies 
have eff-cted a considerable economy by issuing 
their debenture stocks at lower rates than the aver- 
age rates of interest on their loans,

The total receipts from railways working, ex- 


cluding miscellaneous receipts of various kinds, 
amounted to £59,917,858, or an Increase of nearly 
a million over the previous year ; the working ex- 
penditure at the sime time amounted to £32,472 - 
729, or an increase of £274,000 over the previous 
year ; and the net earnings amounted to £27,445,- 
139, or en increase of £661,000 over the previous 
year, This last increase is at the rate of 2% per 
cent, only, while the iacrease of nominal capital, 
as we have seen, amounted to about 44 per cent, 
The result, accordingly, is, that in spite of the in- 
crease of net earnings, there is a small reduction 
in their proportion to the total share and loan 
capital, The proportion amounts to 4.17 per cent, 
as compared with 4.25 per cent. in 1875. The 
proportion of net earnings to real capital has 
probably fallen off io a still smaller proportion, a 
portion of the increase of capital, as we have seen, 
being altogether nominal, and due to conversation 
operations, These are the net earnings from rail. 
way working alone. The corresponding figures, 
including the entire earnings of railway compa- 
pies from miscellaneous sources, exhibit much the 
same changes, although the amounts end percent- 
azes are rather larger, 


The gross receipts were £62,215,775, an increase 
of £978,775 over the previous year ; the working 
expenses were £33,535,509,an increase of £314,781 
over the previous year ; and the net earnings were 
£28,680,266, which is su increase of £663,994. In 
consequence of the increase of capital, however, 
the percentage of the increased net earnings to the 
total share and loan capital is rather lower than 
it was the year previous, being 4.36, as compared 
with 4 45 per cent., but this falling eff is also sub- 
ject to the observation already made as to the in- 
crease of nominal capital, Altogether, neither in 
the net earnings from railway working alone, nor 
in the net earnings fom all sources, was there any 
materia) change in the position of the companies 
as compared with the previous year. The net 
earnings are still,rather smaller in proportion to 
the whole capital than they were in 1872 and 
1873, when they amodoted to 4.52 and 4,35 per 
cent, respectively for the railway working alone, 
and to 4.74 and 4.59 per cent, for the whole work- 
ing; but in amount they have greatly increased 
since those years, their proportion to capital be- 
iag kept down by the large simuitaneous increase 
of capital, 


With regard to the amoants and rates of inter- 
est or dividend paid on the various descriptions 
of capital, the total interest and dividend appears 
as £29,224,083, or in the proportion of 4.44 per 
cent, on the total capital, as compared with the 
above sum of £28 680,266, being the net earnings 
from the whole working of railways, which is in 
the proportion of 4.36 per cent. But the diff-r- 
ence thus arising is inappreciable for the purpose 
in view, which is to compare amongst each other 
the returns obtained by the various descriptions 
of capital. Of this total of £29,221,083, then, it 
appears that the sum of £7,124,511 was paid to 
‘ loans and debenture stock,’ an increase of £167,- 
000 as compared with the previous year, buat the 
proportion to the ‘loan ard debeoture capital’ 
remaining the same—viz ,4.26 percent. The sum 
of £10,259,.719 was paid to the guaranteed and 
preferential capital,this being an increase of £625,- 
000 as compared with the previous year, bat the 
proportion to be guaranteed and preferential cap- 
ital falling from 4.51 to 4.48 per cent.—partly, no 
doubt, in consequence of the merely nominal ad- 
ditions to the capital which have been made, The 
payment to te ordinary capital, however, shows 
a falling off in the amount a3 well as io the pro- 
portion as compared with the previous year, the 
redaction in amount being from £12,018,009 to 
£11,839 853, and in proportion to ordinary capi- 
ta! from 4,72 to 4.52 per cent. This last reduction 
is, no doubt, partly apparent only, as part of the 
iocrease in ordinary capital has been nominal 
only ; but the reduction is real, at least to the ex- 
tent that the amount paid to the ordinary share- 
bolders bas been diminished, The ordinaty sbare- 
holder receives on the average rather a better div- 





idend than the holders of other railway capital, 
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A statement of the different rates of interest 

paid to shareholders of ordinary capital shows 
that while 38% millions of capital ‘received no div- 
idend at all, 18 mil'ions of capital received not 
more than 1 per ceat., 4} millions 1 to 2 per cent., 
10 millions 2to8 per cent., 262 millions 3 to 4 
per cent., 26% millions 4 to B per cent., 70} mil- 
lions 5 to 6 per cent,, 443 millions 6 to 7 per cent., 
21 millions 7 to 8 per cent., 14 millions 8 to 10 
per cent., 5 millions 10 to 12 per cent,, and upon 
a small amount of the capital between 12 and 13 
per cent, was paid. It would appear from this 
thet not only is the average payment about 4% per 
cent, but the greater part of the capital receives 
about the average dividend ; the average is nol 
made op by the fusion of opposite extremes. Of 
the whole ordinary capitel, indeed, no less than 
189 millions receive dividends varyinz between 3 
and 8 per cent. ; and as regards capital receiving 
no dividend, i: must be remarked that a consider- 
able amount of capital bas been at various times 
issued at ap enormous discount, Of the capital 
returned as noguaranteed, amounting to 81 mil- 
lions, 19 millions received interest at 3 to 4 per 
cent., and 48} millions interest at 4 to 5 per cent., 
sO that it appears that the principal part of this 
description of capital receives about an average 
rate, Of the preferential capital (148 millions) 9 
millions received no dividend, but the largest por- 
tion (1064 millions) received between 4 and 5 per 
cent, Of the 167 millions loans and debenture 
stock, too, 101 millions received 3 to 4 per cent.,, 
and 62+ millions 4 to 5 per cent., leaving only a 
small amount receiving ap exceptional interest. 
Tbe above resolis do not show any noticeable 
cbange when compared with previous years, as 
the proportions at the different rates are about the 
same,

earnings $535,783, For the year ending June 380, 
1876, the gross earnings were $1,687,061, showing 
a decrease in the last over the previous year of 
$325,851, The report of the receiver, from which 
the above is obtained, says: 

As compared with the preceding year, our ton- 
nage bas decreased 26 per cent and our rates 1 
percent. We carried one mile 38,803,669 tons of 
freight, at the rate of 1.71 cents per ton per mile, 
against the rate of 1.73 last year. Of this 23,- 
561,823 tons were carried eastward, at the average 
rate of 1.07 cents per ton per mile, and 15,241,846 
tons westward at 1.94 cents per ton per mile. We 
cirried 258,479 tons of freight east, against 830,- 
924 tons the year before, and 168,329 tons west, 
against 227,469 tons the year berore. As com- 
pared with 1873-1874, the best year this company 
ever had, there is a loss of 31 per cent in tonnage 
avd 40 per cert in revenue. We carried 564,864 
passengers, at the average rate of 259 cents per 
mile,agaiost 2.70 cents last year. We have not been 
able to reduce our passenger service, while the 
earpings have largely decreased. We have kept 
the trains on, hoping Ensiness would return, Our 
freight trains have earned $1 66 per mile run, 
against $1 70 the year previous. Our cost per 
mile for all trains has been 70 cents, agairst 67 
cents the year previous, We have had no cou- 
struction account during the year, and «ll pay- 
ments, including receiver’s salary and court ex-
